T en Commandments 

For Alfalfa Growers 


1. Thou shall not desire thy neighbor’s 
alfalfa, or his high producing cows or his 
milk check, for you can have the same if 
you try. 

2. Thou shalt not sow alfalfa on poorly 
drained soil for it will surely perish. 



3. Thou sESt^ot soV^Tiraita “orT acid 

soil for it will not do well. One to three 
tons of limestone will make acid soil 
sweet and productive. 

4. . Thou shalt use no other fertilizer but 
acid phosphate when sowing alfalfa. Its 
iniquitous to waste your money on any 
other. 

5. Thou shalt not sow the common va~ 
riety except in the most favorable loca-^ 
tions. Genuine Grimm, of known origin, 
is less likely to cause blasphemy owing to 
failure. 

6. Verily. Verily I say unto you that 
bacteria are essential in order that , alfalfa 
may take nitrogen from the air; therefore 
thou shalt not sow alfalfa on land which 
has never grown it, without inoculating, 
for such a sin will be added unto others. 

7. Thou shalt not plant alfalfa on poor- 
ly prepared, weedy and cloddy soil. A 

firm, finely pulverized seed-bed 



will give alfalfa unto you. 

8. Thou shalt not plant alfalfa in winter, 
but in spring or sumrfter instead. Alfalfa 
seeded alone from June 15 to July 15 will 
surely * without a nurse crop, give best 
results. 

9 . Thou shalt not wait until a large per- 
centage of the leaves are lost or stems be- 
come woody before cutting. Such hay will 
cause the wrath of a cow to become in- 
tense and her milk will be denied you. 

10. Thou shalt not bill alfalfa by cutting 
late in the fall or by too close pasturing, 
f :: Blessed is the farmer who leaves a good 

growth of alfalfa to go into winter, for he 
shall prosper by it.

Alfalfa and Thistles 

The eradication of Canada Thistles 
has been successfully accomplished in 
numerous instances by the growing of 
alfalfa. A. A. Hansen, the weed expert, 
reports as follows: 

“Where the thistle is . introduced • by 
means of impure alfalfa seed and allowed 
to grow up with the alfalfa, I do riot be- 
lieve that alfalfa will destroy tlie thistle, at 
least not for two or three years. On the 
other hand, when the thistles are first 
weakened before sowing the alfalfa, the 


seeds, with the highest technical percent-., 
age of accuracy in tagging, and not one 
flagrant violation in the 108 tags and sam- 
ples examined! This maintains the en- 
viable record oTaccuracy Jn testing which 
the Albert Dickinson Co. has held ever 
since the State Seed Law Was put into 
effect.

stroying even persistant patciies of Cai\ 
ada thistle. The thistles should be fall 
plowed and the following spring the seed 
bed should be thoroughly well prepared 
in order to weaken the thistle. Wheri a 
good stand of alfalfa is secured, not 
only will the alfalfa roots and the alfalfa 
tops shade the prickly thistle shoots, but 
the sJfalfa will enjoy being clipped several 
times which is death to the w^kei^ed 
thistles.”

Getting Rid Of Sweet Clover 

In order that farmers who want to 
rotate other crops with sweet clover may 
know how to get rid of sweet clover and 
prevent it from becoming a menace in 
growing other crops, Dr.P. F.Trowbridge, 
Director of the Experiment Station 
at Fargo, N. D., makes the following ^ 
suggestions: ‘ ‘The life of a sweet clover ' ^ 
plant is two ’years. Prevent reseeding by ^ 
cutting two hay crops., the second year 
and volunteer plants cannot develop. In 
cutting the first hay crop of the season, 
leave a stubble seven to eight inches high, 
but cut the second hay crop close to the 
ground.
